THEY DUG UP 
LIVING CORPSE 


Medical Students at. Keokuk 
Unearth Self-Buried 
Man. 


Keokuk, Iowa, February 3.—After over- 
powering a squad of armed policemen 
and a guard, 350 students of the Keokuk 
Medical college this morning dug up 
‘“Professor Cozad,"" who was buried yes- 
terday for a seven days’ sleep, in an al- 
leged cataleptic state. The students de- 
cided that the “professor’’ was a fake 
and gave out a tip that the grave would 
be ropped. A watchman stood guard 
over the living corpse. 

Shortly after midnight the students 
marched down the street to the tent that 
covered the grave of the “professor.”’ 
The watchman was overpowered and 
bound. Five students began to throw 
earth from the grave, while the others 
guarded against interference. Some one 
sent in a riot call. The police, in charge 
of Captain Dietz, responded. When they 
reached the grave it was half emptied. 

Clubs in hands, the police attacked the 
students. The students forme da few 
fiving wedges and drove the policemen 
back, knocking them down several times. 
The officers then drew revolvers, and the 
students formed a mass play and kept 
the policemen away from the grave. The 
five resurrectionists did not stop dig- 
ging. The policemen were afraid to 
shoot into the crowd and in ten min- 
utes the ‘‘professor’’ was taken from the 
gravé and carried to the coliege 

Before the grave was finally relieved of 
its contents, many citizens had been 
called out of bed. 

Although “Professor’’ Cozad said that 
he was in a cataleptic state, he moved 
several inches in his eoffin while the 
students were digging him up. 

The “professor” breathed heavily and 
the students say he acted as though he 
was frightened.

KING EDWARD KIND TO MILES.

Seven of the eligibles have already been 
appointed to positions, six as carriers and 
one as clerk, and under the orders of 
the commission, these parties must be 
reexamined. It is possible that some of 
these men may fail to pass the next ex- 
amination or may make a lower percent- 
age than on the first examination, which 
will mean to them the loss of their jobs. 
These men claim that the reexamination 
is a manifest injustice to them. 

The charge of fraud, which resulted 
in the action of the commission, is made 
against four negroes, three men and @ 
woman, who took the November exam- 
ination. These four péople are said to 
have sat together in the examination hall 
and an investigation of thelr papers in 
Washington revealed to the commission 
evidence of collusion and fraud. The 
papers are said tc have borne suspicious 


traces of similarity. 
New Examination Ordered. 


The commission then issued instruc- 
tions for a reexamination of these par- 
ties, and this was done about three weeks 
ago. The papers were forwarded to 
Washington, but nothing further has 
bceen heard from them. In the meantime 
the negroes made affidavits before a no- 
tary public in which they denied that 
they were in collusion or had practiced 
fraud. but in which they intimated that 
it would be possible to practice frand in 
a hall so crowded as was the examination 
tall on November 19. On receiving these 
affidavits, the commission then directed 
the reexamination of the whole eligible 
class. 

There was a total of 150 contestants in 
the November examination and of this 
number about half passed the exami- 
nation and were placed on the eligible 
list. The examination was held tn the 
Turn Verein hall on Forsyth street, it 
being the largest hall that could be &e- 
cured for the purpose. 

The local civil service board was er- 
sisted in the conduct of the examination 
by a corps of able and efficient assist- 
ants and every possible précaution was 
used to prevent gny attempt at fraud. 
A close watch was kept throughout the 
examination and not the slightest trace 
of collusion hetween any of the contest- 
ants was discovered, 

Secretary J. F. Thibadeau, of the local 
board, yesterday morning telegraphed to 
the commission in Washington to ascer- 
tain if it contemplated the reexamina- 
tion of the seven men, who have already 
been appointed to positions. He received 
a reply to the effect that those men must 
stand another examination just the same 
as the remainder of the eligibles. Mr. 
Thibadeau was of the opinion that as the 
new carriers and clerk had assumed 
their duties they would be exempted from 
the examination. 

The appointees consider it unjust to 
them to have to make another trial for 
their positions. They have purchased 
uniforms and some of them have given 
up other positions to work for the gov- 
ernment, while there is now a possiDiitty 
that by some chance they will lose their 
government job. 

Secretary Thibadeau, when questioned, 
in reference to the matter, said: 

“If fraud was practiced by any of the 
contestants in the recent #xamination, 
it was done In such 4 way as to prevent 
detection. The examination hall was 
very crowded, but every possible precatu- 
tlon was used to thwart any attempt at 
cohusion. The local board was extreme- 
ly anxious that the examination be fair

Important Decision Is Ren- 
dered by United States 
Supreme Court, 


Washington, February 2.—The case of 
Easton v. the State of lowa was decided 
by the Unite States supreme court toady 
the 
in- 


in favor of EaS8ton, thus reversing 
Supreme court of lowa. The case 
the afiplicability of state laws 
regulating state banks to national banks. 
In this instance Easton was president of 
a national bank at Decorah, Iowa, and 
he was sentenced to five years in prison 
under the state taw fot accepting a de- 
posit of $100 when he knew his bank 
to De insoivent. The decision was deliv- 
ered by Justice Shiras, who said state 
laws for the regulation of state banks 
did not extend to banks iicorporated un- 
der an act of congréss. 

In announcing tne eonclusions of the 
court, which, he said, were based upon 
principles anid authority, Justice Shiras 
said that congress, having the sole power 
to Tegulate and control the operation of 
national banks, has directly dealt with 
the question of their insolvency by put- 
ting theft under the control of the sec- 
rétary of the treasury and comptroller 
of the currency who are authorized to 
Suspend the operations of tne panks and 
appoint receivers when. they become in- 
selvent, or wher they fail to make good 
any impairment of capital: that fu!l and 
adequate provisions have been made for 
the protection of creditors of such in- 
Stitutions by requiring frequent reports 
to be made of theif condition and by the 
power of visitation by federal officers; 
that it is not competent for ‘state legis- 
latures to interfere with national banks 
Or their officers in the exercise of the 
powers bestowed on them by the generai 
government, 

He then added: 

“Undoubtedly a.state has the legiti- 
mate power to define and punish crimes 
by general laws applicable to all persons 
within its jurisdiction. So, likewise, it 
may declare by special laws certain acts 
to be criminal offenses when committed 
by officers or agents of its own wanks 
and institutions. But it is without law- 
ful power to make such special laws ap- 
plicable to banks organized and operat- 
ing under the hws of the United 
States.’’

February 2.—The features of 
victory Thursday over the 
forces of the pretender, Bu Hamara, 
show that the battle was stubbornly con- 
tested and that the former's success Was 
largely due to the cooperation at a crit- 
ical moment of the Beni Ourein tribe, 
whose defection from the rebels the sui- 
tan ‘aad previously purchased. The ar- 
tillery of the imperial forces, which were 
commanded by the minister of war, El 
Menebhi, consisted of eight Maxims and 
four Krupps. 

The sultan’s troops opened the attack 
in the morning and shortly after- 
ward tne pretender’s camp was assailed 
in tae rear by the Boni Oureins. In spite 
of the surprise and disadvantage of the 
position the rebels stubbornly maintained 
their and desperate fighting con- 
tinued for hours. The slaughter 
was very The remnants of the 
rebel army taen broke, abandoned the 
camp and fled in the direction of Taszab. 

The imperial troops are pursuing the 
fugitives and if Bu Hamara is not 
among the slain his capture is confident- 
ly expected. El Menebhi is pushing on 
towards VTazab with the object of entire- 
ly efushing the rebellion and punisaing 
the disloyal tribes. He reports he has 
found the rebels much more numerous 
than expected, but that he captured all 
their war ammunitians. Taere is great 
rejoicing at Fez as a result of the victory 
of the sultan’s forces,

Washington, February 2.—The  cele- 
brated Kansas insurance case, which 
grew out of the alleged death of John 
W. Hillmon in that state in 1879, was to- 
day sent back to the trial court for the 
sixth trial. Hillmon's life was jnsured 
in the Connecticut Mutual Insurance 
Company for $35,000, and when his death 
was reported the payment of the policy 
was resisted on the ground that he en- 
tered into a conspiracy with others to 
disappear, have the report circulated that 
he was dead, then substitute a corpse 
,} Of another man and claim payment on 
the policy. 

Hillmon disappeared while traveling on 
the plains with a man named Brown, 
who swore that he had been killed by 
the accidental discharge of a gun. The 
case has been in the courts ever since. 
The circuit court of appeals for the 
eighth eircuit at the last hearing decided 
the case in favor of the claim of the 
widow of the insured man, but the su- 
preme court reversed the opinion on the 
ground of error in the trial.

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Atlanta’s Postoffice. 

The best evidence of the rapid and 
marvelous increase in the business of 
the Atlanta postoifice is contained in 
the fact that two notable records hav? 
been broken within the past month. 

On Saturday last 125,000 letters and 
packages first-class mail matter 
were deposited in the Atlanta post- 
office, having been mailed in this city. 
The record of January 6 of this year, 
when 88,218 pieces of mail matter 
bearing stamps were handled, haz 
now been supplanted and the increase 
of 1] per cent is considered little less 
than phenomenal. These figures are | 
for first-class matter alune and do 
not include the very large amount of 
newspapers and periodicals that are 
sent through the mails at the pound 
rate. 

The postal receipts for last month 
were $45,462.75, an increase of $5,- 
430.51 over the corresponding month 
of last year, and a sum larger by 
$4,000 than for any previous month in 
the history of the office. 

» While this is very gratifying proof 


of 


of the wonderful development of the 


city’s business, when records that are 
far ahead of any previously made arc 
broken in less than thirty days by 
phenomenal new ones, the real les: 
son of the situation is in the necessity 
‘or more commodious quarters, where 
-he department will not be hampered 
by lack of room. While the force em- 
ployed in the Atlanta  postoffice is 
thoroughly organized, in order to han- 
dle a volume of mail parcels that roll!s 
in upon them every day with as great 
dispatch as is necessary, both more 
room and more men are needed at 
once. 

The growth of Atlanta’s postal busi. 
ness has assumed such proportions 
that it is impossible for the depart- 
ment to expand, in its present confined 
quarters, so as to meet it. The super 
intendent of mail expressed most 
uniquely the difficulty under which 
the authorities here are laboring 
when he said that had a delegation 
from the public buildings and ground | 
committee of the house made a visit 
of inspection to the Atlanta postoffice 
on Saturday they could not have been 
admitted on account of the conges- 
tion. 

The lack of sufficient room makes 
the danger of errors and delays in 
transmission much more likely and 
this fact is felt and appreciated fully 
by all the business men of the city. 
There is no improvement of more 
urgent importance to Atlanta than a 
commodious and thoroughly equipped 
government building in which the 
postoffice might have the space it 
needs so badly.

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The New German Tariff. 

As American exporters become fa- 
miliar with the schedules of Germany's 
ultra-protective tariff adopted at 
the close of last year, it is seen to be 
as exorbitant,even prohibitive, as was 
feared during the pendency of thc 
measure. Many of the excessive 
schedules are aimed at American im- 
ports particularly, and it is a fair pre- 
sumption that the Germans will col- 
lect very meager customs on a num- 
ber of articles and products that have 
heretofore entered the empire freely. 
If Germany really does not want these 
things to enter her domain, she has 
taken a very effective way to shut 
them out. 

In his recent report, Consul General 
Frank H. Mason, at Berlin, presents 
a succinct and comprehensive ex 
planation of the new German tariff 
and its probable workings. The date 
at which the law will become opera- 
tive will depend mainly upon the time 
that will be necessarily occupied in 
negotiating new commercial treaties 
with the several nations with which 


. Germany has had such treaties dur- 


ing the past ten years. It is thought 
that the treaty negotiations will oc- 
cupy from twelve to eighteen months. 
Under such reciprocity with favored 
nations, it is expected that the Unit- 
ed States will obtain quite substantial] 
concessions, although the administra- 
tive decree accompanying the tariff 
act establishes a minimum below 
Which treaties of commerce cannot gu. 

The most important schedules, in so 


far as the United States are concern- | 


ed, are those relating to agricultural 
products, principally cereals, meats 
and domestic animals. In the follow- 
ing Synopsis are given the minimum 
rates of duty on the imports 
Specified, as at present existing, 
and the new rates recently adopted. 
The figures show in all cases, unless 
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otherwise specified, the amount of 
duty per double dentner—that is, 100 
kilograms, or 220.4 pounds avoirdu- 
pols:

Rye 
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On the item of shoes, the coarse 
grade is raised from $11.90 to $20.23; 
medium, $15.47 to $28.86; fine, $15.47 
to $424. Bicycles are increased from 
$9.52 to $35.70. Raw cotton, flax fiber 
and most other raw materials, includ- 
ing copper, lead and aluminum, re- 
main on the free list. 

The item of flour neede but to be 
glanced at to perceive how hopeless 
is the prospect of future exportations 
of that commodity from the United 
States to Germany. The new rate is 
equivalent to about $4.06 per barrel 
of 196 pounds. The milling facilities 
of the United States have now reach- 
ed a point at which they are able to 
manufacture into flour all the wheat 
grown in the country, and naturaliy 
there is 4 vigorous search for foreign 
markets for American flour. It goes 
without saying that the German mil 
ler can buy his wheat in the United 
States and sell his flour at a figure 
Which will permit of no American 
competition. 

Another significant section of the 
new German tariff is that relating to 
fresh apples, pears and  quinces. 
Hitherto these fruits have been freo 
of duty and a very large import trade 
has been built up during the past 
five or six years. The American ap 
ple is fully introduced and highly es- 


teemed in Germany. The effect of | 


this new schedule will be that while 
apples in bags or loose in canal boats 
will come in from neighboring courn- 
tries free during the season of ap- 
ple harvest, and at all other times un 
der a nominal duty, the fruit coming 
over sea or long distances by rail will 
be assessed about $2 per barrel. 

In the opinion of experts, the net ef- 
fect of the new shoe schedule will be 
to raise the average duties on a retali 
stock of men’s, women’s and children’s 
shoes about 25 cents per pair. This 
increase, if shared by the American 
manufacturer and his German cus 
tomers, ought not to interfere serious- 
ly with the large and steadily increas 
ing import of American footwear. 

A new reichstag will be elected ir 
June, and one of its earliest and most 
important duties will be the ratifica- 
tion of the new reciprocity treaties. 
Of the importance of this election to 
the favored nations and its sign?ffi- 
cance in German politics, Consul Gen- 
eral Mason says: 

The tariff law as it stands is an agra- 
rian measure drawn and enacted 
the avowed and 
hancing the interests of agriculture. That 
the duties on cereals, meats, horses, 
fruits and other agricultural products 
were pushed to figures which the gov- 
ernment thought excessive and hesitated 
to accept, goes almost without saying. 
The government is now put into the 
somewhat curious attitude of depending 
upon the political elements which op- 
posed the higher duties for power to se- 
cure the ratification of the treaties upon 
which the future commercial develop- 
ment and prosperity of the empire will so 
largely depend. Another agrarian réich- 
stag will assuredly oppose any commer- 
cial treaties which threaten to seriously 
reduce duties on agricultural products. 
Representatives of industrial and com- 
mercial interests, on the other hand, will 
support negotiations which will in effect 
reduce the cost of bread and meat for 
their employees and open the way for 
liberal and free working relations with 
other nations. The coming elections will 
have, therefore, an exceptional interest 
for other nations as well as for Ger- 
many. 

What effect the strained feeling ex- 
isting at present between the United 
States and Germany will have in 
shaping the commercial treaty is 
problematical, but it is the preva- 
lent belief in America that the Ger- 
mans will be stubborn in granting ma- 
terial concessions.

growing season’s liability to 
drought. 

The state has been culpable in the 


waste of nature’s forces by protective 


legislation, and there is much still to | 


be done along thia line. The large 
turpentine interests in south Georgia 
are unnecessarily destructive of pine 
timber. The federal, government has 
a group of instructors connected witu 
its forestry bureau in east Texas now, 
teaching the timber owners how to 
profit by their trees without destroy- 
ing them, or destroying them, to have 
them promptly succeeded by a sapling 
forest. 

An authority on the subject de- 
clares that the necessity for irrigation 
as a makeshift for production is the 
result of the destruction of our for- 
ests, largely. No longer do the leaves 
beneath the forest trees retain the 
moisture, gradually permifting it to 
feed the earth, but the rains fall and 
the water now rushes headlong to*the 
seas. The moisture being thus pre- 
cipitately carried away, the rainfall 
gradually decreases, finally resulting 
in drought and the consequent ruin o* 
growing crops. 

Few of our older citizens but re- 
mark that the climate has gradually 
been undergoing a change and is now 
sadly “out of whack” from some cause 
or otner. Probably the cause is to be 
traced to timber depletion, in large 
degree. Touching this subject, John 
F. Lacey, in Gunton’s Magazine, says. 

The most important legislation or thYs 
Subject has been for the creation of the 
forest reserves. These reserves now con- 
tain 60,175,765 acres, of which 43,165,356 
acres have been added within the lasi 
year. The scientific management and 
control of this vast area will afford ample 
opportunity for the energies of the offi- 
cers in charge. Forests should not be 
reserved from the use of man, but for his 
use. The ripe or matured trees shouid 
be marketed and the growing iimber 
carefully preserved. Instead of the indis- 
criminate destruction of all trees’ large 
and small, the marketable ones shou, 
be so cut and removed as to leave the 
young forest the freest and fullest op- 
portunity for rapid growth. These re- 
serves should be more than self-support- 
ing. They should yield a revenue over 
and above the expense of their carc. 
Such grazing should be permitted as can 
be done without detriment to the pur- 
poses of the reserve. 

Under wise anal prudent forestry there 
is no waste. Ripened trees are remdved 
and leave space for the younger growth.

When an $im- 
pottant matter, like the Panama canal, or 
the Venezuelar trouble, drags along for 
months and years, something in the na- 
ture of an editorial review, or summary, 
with a flavor of comment and argument, 
is welcomed and appreciated by thought- 
ful readers who have forgotten some of 
the facts of the case.

They 
are of great educational value and are 
widely read. 

It must be admitted, however, that peo- 
ple no longer qvote an editor by name.

of their editors. 

In some exceptional cases, where an 
editor is eccentric, or has a marked in- 
dividuality of style, he is quoted by name.

Mayor Howell Presents 
Method of Saving 
Money, 


PARK BOARD WILL ACT 
UPON THE SUGGESTION 


Communication of the Mayor, Upon 
His Own Request, Was Re- 
ferred to That Board, by 
Which It Will Be 
Given Attention. 


Among the communications which came 
from Mayor Howell yesterday afternoon 
during the session of council was one 
regarding the feeding of animals at the 
Grant park zoo. As will be remembered 
Steve Postell suggested to the mayor 
some time ago that there could be a sav- 
ing in the feed bills by discontinuing the 
custom of purchasing Meats for the an- 
imals and feeding them condemned and 
other meats that are now burned in 
the crematory. 

Mayor Howell has become very much 
interested in the matter and announced 
severa] days ago that he would make 
mention of it during the next session of 
council. 

His communication of yesterday was 
referred to the board of park commis- 
sioners, where it will be acted upon. 

The communication is as follows: 

To the General Counc of the City of At- 
lanta, ‘Ga.—Gentlemen: It has been suggest- 
ed to me that a great saving could be made 
in the amount annually expended for meat 
in feeding the animals in the Gress z00 
at Grant park by giving to them the car- 
casees of such dead animals as did not die 
with any disease that would likely contam- 
inate the flesh or cause injury to the beasts 
devouring the same. 

find that there is quite a large 
of such carcasses in the city that 
make good food for these animals. 

I have discussed the matter with the board 
of health and they think that it is not ob- 
jectionable. 

(hief Sanitary 
that there is also quite a 
meat and fish condemned by 
that would be suitable for food 
mails at the park, and that it would cost 
no more to earry it to the park than to 
the crematory or the dumping grounds. 

I am informed that the cost of meat aione 
for these animals last year was $1,007.38. 

I do not recommend any legislation on this 
subject, but suggest that the park commis- 
sioners try what can be done on thie line as 
an experiment and that the board of health 
and the board of park commissioners cooper- 
ate together and if the suggestion proves 
feasible the park board can save part of the 
money appropriated for food and use same 
to purchase more animals or add other at- 
tractione to the park. 

I simply now request that this question be 
referred to the committee on parks for such 
action as they deem necessary in the prem- 
ises.

TO SAVE ATLANTA 
$00,000 PER YEAR 


Collier and Brewn, Engineers, Will 
Sabmit Definite Proposition. 


CREMATORY. TO GIVE LIGHT 


They Propose To Destroy the Gar- 
bage and Light the City from 
the Same Plant. 


A definite proposition for the construc- 
tion of a crematory and an electric light- 
ing station,:. to be operated conjointly, 
each to partially operate the other, will 
soon b2 made the city by Messrs. Collier 
& Brown, who have been talking with 
Mayor Howell about thé matter, and who 
are very much interested in the project. 

As soon as the proposition has been 
made it will be referred to one of the 
council committees, and will be thorough- 
ly investigated by the cityy Members of 
council have already expresged much in- 
terest in the plan of Messrs. Collier and 
Brown, and it is probable that the en- 
gineers will be called before the committee 
to explain in detail their pian. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday 
afternoon, S&S P. Brown, of the firm of 
Collier & Brown, said: <i 

“The cost of a first-class destructor 
plant, combining the best machinery 
throuzhout with the most up-to-date en- 
ginesring and constructive practice, 
would be very approximately $2%, 

“The yearly operating expense, includ- 
ing salaries, repairs, incid@tals, taxes, in- 
surance, extra fuel, etc., would be about 
$24,909. 

“The fixed yearly expense would be in- 
terest at 6 per cent on the investment, 
which would amount to $17,760. Therefore, 
ihe total yearly expense would be ap- 
proximately $l, 7, plux 8 per cent depre- 
ciation to be laid aside by the city, 
amounting to $65,300 in totum. 

“At present the city pays slightly more 
than $100,000 a year for cremating, lights 
and coal at the two water works stations, 


~~ 


This would give a net saving of $34,700 a 


year in favor of a municipal destructor 
plant that would utilize the heat for 
power and lighting purposes. With such 
a plant, installed for its best ultimate 
economy, the city could generate power 
enough to not only Ught its streets prop- 
erly, but to ®rnish power for both pump- 
ing stations. The above estimates cover 
the destructor plant and. generator geta- 
tion proper, with duplicate engines and 
electrical machinery and shift furnaces 
with boilers, etc. It also includes new 
lines and electric lighting installation and 
a duplicate set of electrically “driven pow: 
er pumps at the water works stations. 
‘‘For six months we have been collect- 
ing data in the United States and in Eng- 
land, and now have drawings, prior esti- 
mates and complete data on most of the 
economical plants now in existeace. We 
therefore are not talking from theory 
only, but have our theory backed up by 
facts and actual practice in plants which 


more. 

“Our plan is to get Out complete plang 
and specifications for the entire instalMa- 
tion, as the city’s cOnsulting éngineers, 
and in consultation with Captain R. M, 
Clayton, the regular city enginger. Then 
we will call for bids from construction 
companies and contractors for construct- 
ing the plant complete and operating it 
for a period of years, they to receive 
their remuneration, both for construction 
and operation, in yearly payments to be 
made by the city, this payment to be the 
amount now paid for the cremation af 
garbage, coal for pumping at the water 
works stations and the street. lighting, 
less the 8 per cent depreciation which will 
be laid aside each ene by the city for 
the cenewal of the plant when it becomes 
worn out or obsolete. 

“For example, a typical bid might be 
as follows To build the plant and operate 
it for nine years for $76,400 a year. 

“If the operating expenses and inter- 
est, as abéve GescMhed, amounted to 
$41.70 a year, $4,700 a year would be to- 
wards liquidating the capital invested. 

‘At the end of nine years the contractor 
would have been reimbursed for his in- 
vestment both in capital and interest, 
and would have cleared $17,300, plus the 
interest on the yearly payments 
after the same had been paidin. The city 
would then have a plant ‘paid up’ which 
would cost only $24,000, plus 8 per cent, 
depreciat,ion, or $23,600, amounting to 
$47,600 a year. This, against the present 
cost of $100,000, makes a yearly saving of 
approximately $52,400 

“As the depreciation laid aside would 
amply .pay for renewal the only extra 
cost beyond the above would be the cost 
of gradual increase, which would give

plants for each tank, to be constructed 
at a cost of $135,000, is what is recom- 
mended. by Rudolph Hering, the expert 
who made an examination of the sewer 


pose of making a report. 

His report reached the office of City 
Engineer Clayton yesterday morning and 
it was submitted to council during the 
afternoon, being referred by that body 
to the proper committees. 

Mr. Hering recommends that one plant 
be erected at the end of the Loyd street 
sewer, on Intrenchment creek. This is 
Ito have a capacity of 3,500,000 gallons per 
day. 

The second plant is to be cnctound 
at the fall of the Butler street sewer, 
having a capacity of 2,000,000 gations per 
da 

The third plant is to be located at the 
end of the Orme street sewer and is to 
have a capacity of 738,000 gallons per 
day. 

The septic tanks and the method of pu- 
rification are exactly as outlined by Mr. 
Hering during his conference with city 
officials after he had made his examina 
tion. 

It is the opinion of Mr. Hering that the 
cost of the three plants. including con 
nections, will be about $13,000. After 
the committee bas acted it is probable 
that every one connected with the sewer 
department will go actively ‘to work ‘for 
the bonds, as it will be impossible to 
make the improvements in the sewer 
tystem unless the issuance of the honds 
is authorized by the paagie,
